Why was thin f I have 
been informed that a company was organ- 
ized at the time, and proposed to the county 
court to build the road for the amount ap- 
propriated. Has the County Judge, the 
County Surveyor, or any other county offi- 
cer received this road with this open gap f 
Has the County Surveyor ever inspected 
this work r If he has, I am satisfied, know- 
ing him ns I do, that he has made no report 
going to show the completion of this turn- 
pike. It may not be his duty, but it should 
be the duty of some one. Would it not be 
weU to huve this inspection made before, 
the money is paid by the sheriff or the treas- 
urer ? I think It would- be proper if the 
County Judge would issue a rule against 
the proper parties, returnable forthwith, to 
show cause why this turnpike has not been 
completed aooording to agreement. There
